CLIMATE.  Climate  cona>Uons  are  uniform  throughout 
the  province.  There  is  much  sunshine.  Summers  are 
warm.  Winter  starts  suddenly  in  November  or  De- 
cember. The  cold  it  steady,  with  a  clear,  dry  atmos- 
phere. Snow  on  the  prairie  averages  1  ft.  deep.  Chief 
rainfall  is  in  June  and  July.

EDUCATION. — PuBUC  Schools.  A  school'district  may 
be  formed  as  soon  as  there  are  ten  children  of  school 
age  in  a  section.  The  government  grant  to  public 
schools  consists  of  75c.  per  day  for  200  davs*  operation 
each  year,  and  the  municipal  grant  is  $1.20  per  day  for 
the  sam:  period.  In  1917  the  atteuc  ace  at  the  public 
schools  was  106,588. 

ConsoUdated  Public  Schools.  About  10%  of  the  rural 
territory  iu  the  Province  has  been  consolidated,  and  the 
children  are  conveyed  to  the  schools  from  their  homes  in 
this  area.     Greater  efficiency  is  secured  by  this  method . 

School  Gardens.  Fairs,  Etc.  50%  of  the  Schools  have 
gardens.  Over  100  school  fairs  are  held  annually  when 
boys  and  girls  compete  in  tests  in  agriculture  and  econ- 
omic subjects,  including  practical  woodworking,  growing 
fodder,  corn  and  potatoes,  raising  pigs  and  poultry, 
bread  making,  sewing,  preserving,  weed  naming,  etc. 

Higher  Education.  There  are  in  the  province  9  col- 
legiate institutes,  4  collegiate  departments.  23  high 
schools,  67  intermediate  schools.

MINING— Building    Stone.     Limestone    for    building 
purposes   is  extensively   quarried   at  Tyndall,   and   at 
Stonewall,    Stony    Mountain,    Rockspur   and    Gunton. 
from  12  to  25  miles  north  of  Winnipeg.     This  stone  is 
also  calcined  for  the  manufacture  of  lime.    Granite  is 
quarried  on  east  shore  of  La!ie  Winnipeg.     Sandstone 
is  quarried  on  the  shores  and  islands  of  Lake  Winnipeg 
and  in  the  Turtle  Mountain  district,  near  Boissevain  and 
Deloraine.     A  bluish  and  whitish  anhydrite  occurs  near 
Gypsumville,  in  the  North.     Marble  of  l"8h  grade  is 
found  on  Marble  Island  in  Hudson  Bay  and  at  Churchill. 
Clay  Products.     Good  brick  days  in  unlimited  quantity 
are  obtainable  from  the  shales  of  the  Pierre  series.  Bricks 
are  taanufactured  at  16  points,  sand  lime  bricks  at  Win- 
nipeg,   Brandon    and    Beausejour.     A    semi-refractory 
shale  occurs  in  Turtle  Mountain,  La  Riviere  and  near 
Virden. 
Cement.     A  ratiral  cement  is  manufactured  at  Babcock, 
s.e.  of  Winnipeg.     Cement  materials  are  found  east  of 
Lake  Winnipeg  and  near  Arnold.     Limestone  is  quar- 
ried at  Steep  Rock,  near  Lake  Manitoba,  by  Canada 
Cement  Co.,  for  Portland  cement. 
Coal.     Several  seams  of  lignite  or  brown  coal  underlie 
the  northern  flank  of  Turtle  Mt.  in  the  south-western 
part  of  the  province,  work  has  been  done  at  several 
points,  but  no  active  mining  has  been  undertaken. 
Copper.     High  grade  and  very  extensive  coijper  sulphide 
deposits   have  been  discovered  north  of  The   Pas,   at 
Schist  Lake,  and  the  district  is  on  the  eve  <>' je^y Jf"** 
development.     The    Tonopah    Mining    Co.    has    mined 
copper  Sulphide  which  has  returned  high  profits  after 
hauling  by  teams  in  to  The  Pas  and  transporting  to 
Trail,  B.C.,  for  treatment.     At  Fhn  Flon  Lake  enormous 
deposits  have  been  blocked  out.     Values  of  zinc  and  le»o 
occur  in  this  ore  body.     This  country  has  recently  been 
examined  by  some  of  the  foremost  mining  engineers  of 
America,  who  report  it  to  show  every  evidence  of  ex- 
ceeding richness. 
Gold.     Large  sulphite  ore  bodies  at  Plin  Flon  Lake  and 
Schist  Lake  contain  good  values  m  gjold  and  the  extent 
of  the  ore  bodies  are  such  that  mining  is  to  be  under- 
taken on  a  very  large  scale.     Many  other  Prosp«Lts 
await  only  the  opening  up  of  transportation.     On  Herb

Manitoba  has  a  soil 
unequaJUd  anywhere  for  fertility,  and  climatic  condi'ions  com- 
bine to  make  it  preeminnt  not  only  in  grain  irovnng.  but  tn 
mixed  farming  of  all  kinds,  including  the  raising  of  hve  stock. 
Proof  of  the  fertility  of  soil  was  evident  at  the  International 
Dairy- Farm  Products  Exposition  held  at  Peorta.  lUtnots.  in 
September.

BEEKEEPING.     Manitoba  is  fast  becoming  one  of  the 
lead'""  beekeeping  provinces  of  the  Dominion,  due  to  the 
plentitul  growth  of  honey-producing  flora,  coupled  with 
abundant    sunshine,   which  allows  the  bees  to  gather 
freely      Honey  crop  reports  for  1916  show  an  average 
of  about  100  lbs.  per  colony;  in  some  instances  as  much 
as  300  lbs.  being  gathered  by  one  hive  cf  bees.     Bee 
diseases  are  now  practically  stamped  out,  which  should 
do  much  to  increase  the  production  of  honey.     Bees  are 
now  bein^  wintered  out  of  doors  successfully  in  Manitoba. 
Farmer,  and  others  are  going  in  for  beekeeping  quite 
extensively  and  in  many  parts  of  the  province  large 
apiaries  are  to  be  found  where  many  tens  of  honey  are 
prodaced  annually.

EI -..-war  normal.  Official  figures  show  that  the  dairy 
erds  of  Denmark,  Great  Britain,  Belgium  and  Serbia 
have  decreased  3H  million  head.  Europe  must  restock 
her  herds  chiefly  from  this  Continent. 

Cattle.  There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  stockers. 
An  immense  crop  of  coarse  grains  and  fodder  is  easily 
raised.  With  a  greater  supply  of  help  greater  attention 
will  be  paid  to  feeding  fat  cattle.  The  Manitoba 
Cattle  Breeders'  Association  holds  an  annual  sale  of 
pure-bred  cattle  at  Brandon.  In  1914  there  were 
498,040  cattle  in  the  province,  and  by  June,  1918,  the 
number  had  increased  to  746.899. 

Champion  Stsbks.  Glencamock,  the  big  Angus  steer, 
declared  the  Champion  of  the  1912  International  Live 
Stock  Exposition  at  Chicago,  was  reared  by  J.  D. 
McGregor,  of  Brandon,  Man.,  weight  1,630  lbs.  This 
steer  was  sold  for  50c.  per  lb.  on  the  hoof.  At  the  1913 
Intematioaal  Live  Stock  Exhibition  Manitoba  again 
captured  first  honors  with  Glencamock  Victor  II,  also 
reared  by  Mr.  McGregor.  At  the  Dominion  Pair,  at 
Brandon,  1913,  Manitoba  took  1st  prize  and  gold  medal 
for  the  best  10  beef  cattle  exhibited  by  any  province. 

Horses.  The  Clydesdale  breed  predominates.  There 
are  many  Percherons,  Shires  and  Standard  bred  horses. 
Many  horses  are  imported  from  Ontario.  In  1901 
there  were  163,867  horses  in  the  province;  in  1918, 
884,772.  Present  prices  rule  high.  A  good  pair  of 
Clydesdales  will  bring  $600.  The  province  has  a 
stringent  stallion  enrolment  law.  There  is  a  ready 
demand  in  Saskatchewan  and  British  Columbia  for  sur< 
plus  commercial  horses. 

Sheep.  The  Winnipeg  market  is  supplied  chiefly  from 
the  Western  ranches  and  New  Brunswick.  Shropshire* 
and  Leicesters  are  the  popular  breeds.  Fencing  costs 
20c.  per  rod.    Total  sheep  m  province:  136.782  in  1918. 

Wooc.  In  1918,  the  Manitoba  Department  of  Agriculture 
took  charge  of  the  assembling  of  wool  at  Winnipeg, 
where  it  was  graded  and  forwarded  in  bulk  lots  to  be 
sold  by  the  Canadian  Co-operative  Growers,  Ltd.,  a 
Co-operative  Co.  of  wool  growers,  the  purchase  money 
being  distributed  by  the  Department.  The  average 
price  of  medium  clothing  wool  was  65c.;  of  fine  clothing 
wool  60Kc.     861,585  lbs.  were  sold  worth  over  $200,000. 

Swine.  With  the  development  of  mixed  farming,  more 
hogs  are  being  raised.  In  1918  the  number  of  hogs  in 
the  province  was  estimated  at  284.596.  The  most  com- 
mon breeds  are  Berks.  Yorkshires  and  Tamworths. 
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matures  about  15  days  earlier  than  Red  Fife.  At  Indian 
Head,  Sask.,  a  yield  of  81M  bush,  per  acre  was  officiaUy 
recorded  in  1913.  This  variety  won  first  pnre  for  the 
best  bushel  of  wheat  grown  in  America,  at  New  York,  in 
1911,  and  at  Lethbridge  in  1912.  A  new  variety,  known 
as  Prelude  Wheat,  was  introduced  in  Saskatchewan  in 
1913  with  good  results.  It  ripens  about  two  weeks 
earlier  than  Marquis,  and  is  ready  for  cutting  before 
Aug.  21st,  thus  escaping  the  danger  of  early  frosts,  it 
b  a  short-growing  wheat,  producing  very  hard  kernels, 
and  seldom  weighs  less  than  62  or  63  lbs.  to  the  bushel. 

Winter  Wheat.  Sown  in  August,  it  grows  to  6  or  8 
inches  in  fall,  passes  through  winter  without  damage, 
and  is  ready  for  the  reap«.t  from  the  1st  to  15th  of  August. 
In  dome  parts  of  Manitoba  it  is  accounted  a  safe  annual
